We got the first 3 up then got in a bit of a rush to get the last one up 
before dark and buckled the tower. 3 sections will need to be repaired 
and ZL1DD has offered to oversee that project. We know why it failed 
and will get it back in the air. These things happen with extreme con- 
test antennas like this and nobody got hurt... 


The elements are 30m aluminum tower section with a 12m T hat, 
guyed with Dacron. The base insulators were machined from HDPE 
rod stock. The ground system will be a non-resonant counterpoise 
made of 48 1/8 wave #20 copper weld wires connected to a #12 pe- 
rimeter wire elevated 2m. The elements will be resonated with a small 
base inductor. Once the ground underneath is flooded it should work 
pretty well... 


Anyway the most gratifying aspect of this project was the great support 
from the local HS hams. Every guy in the picture (along with the YL that 
took it) has just a novice license with no HF privileges. Yet they all 

worked tirelessly and enthusiastically for 3 full days, camping overnight 
at the site. Hopefully one or two will get interested in HF contesting 
once we get up and running...

SCDXC Meets at WEMS Inc. on Rosecrans in Hawthorne. It is very close to the 405 Freeway how- 
ever the entrance can be missed. The major landmark is the tower with the SteppIR antenna on top. 


The driving directions to WEMS, Inc are as follows:
